must  be  somewhat  different.  In  the  for- 
mer, sti  mu  Ian  ts  may, as  a general  rule,  be 
used  longer,  aud  with  more  prospects  of 
success.  Ilie  nervous  energy  of  the 
weak  sink  so  speedily  that  not  a pro- 
portionate amount  of  serum  to  the  stout 
is  throw  n oil,  consequently  the  blood  is 
not  so  thickened,  and  there  is  more  ex- 
cuse for  continuing  stimulants  with  a 
hope  of  forcing  blood  to  the  surface;  in 
either  case,  as  a general  criterion,  where 
the  pulse  is  not  increased  in  volume,  or 
returns  at  the  wrist  after  being  absent, 
and  the  restlessness  and  sinking  con- 
tinues, nothing  is  to  be  lost  by  their 
withdrawal, and  something  to  be  gained. 
Situated  as  I was,  the  following  case 
was  treated  without  the  remedies  I usu- 
ally use  to  arrest  the  discharge  from  the 
bowels,  and  becomes  a matter  of  new 
interest  on  that  account. 

Late  in  the  fall  of  1S51,  when  I sup- 
posed cholera  had  subsided  everywhere, 
it  broke  out  on  a creek  in  the  south  wes- 
tern part  of  the  county;  it  was  very  fa- 
tal. 0Dr.  Jevis  attended  them  in  con- 
nexion with  other  physiciaas  in  the  back 
part  of  the  ^county.  He  carr.e  home  on 
Saturday  night,  and  on  Sunday  morning 
at  4 o’clock  lie  was  attacked  withdiol- 
era.  I was  sent  for  early  in*tHe  mbrn- 
ing,  and  reached  there  at  1 1 o’clock;  1 
found  him  in  apparently  hopeless  col- 
lapse; portions  of  his  body  were  almost 
as  purple  as  a mulberry;  his  skin  was 
shriveled  and  loosened  by  the  excessive 
discharges  until  I could  raise  it  in  folds 
as  broad  as  my  hand,  and,  laying  it  over 
in  folds  like  a loose  garment,  it  would 
remaiiidifeless  aud  inanimate  for  some 
time.  I was  without  my  cholera  mix- 
ture,-nol  expecting  ta'raeet  with  the  dis- 
ease so  late  in  the  season1;-  I checked  the 
vomi ting  and  cramp  by  the  salt  emetic, 
a table  spoonful#to  the  {jlass  of  cold 
water,  together  with  ethef  and  aelas 
morph.,  but  could  not  ch?4k.  the  dis- 
charge from  the  bowels  with,  the  best 
remedies  I had  with  me.  I regarded  rite 
case  as  irretrievably  gone.  -The.  rice-*, 
water  discharge  was  pouring  from^his 
bowels  as  he  lay  in  bed,  without  control 
or  strength  to  get  up.  li?s  mind  was 
clear  in  the  nridst  of  the  tftines*,  and, 
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then  the  necessity  of  reducing  the  cold 
application  to  a system,  use  at  regular 
intervals,  and  “spare  not,”  don't  give 
up  the  ship  in  the  darkest  hour  whilst  a 
floating  spar  is  left  to  ding  to,  and  my 
word  for  it,  with  this  and  its  concomit- 
ants, you  will  save  many  who  would  be 
abandoned  by  others. 

In  the  haste  of  these  disjointed  con- 
' elusions  I trust  something  may  be  found 
of  interest  to  the  profession.  I hope 
the  generosity  of  my  medical  friends 
will  pardon  under  the  circumstances 
what  their  “good  sense  may  see  amiss.” 

The  news  of  the  death  of  that  venera- 
ble gentleman,  Judge  Reid,  by  that  fell- 
destroyer.  Cholera,  has  made  mstiy  $ad 
hearts  in  Bracken.-  We  who  have  had 
our  hearts  warmed  by  the  testimonies  of 
his  social  qualities,  have  had  our  feel- 
ings stirted  by  his  quaint  and  spicy  an- 
ecdotes, aside  from  his  abilities  as  a 
judge,  mourn  in  common  with  the  com- 
munity his  sad  fate.  It  is  but  a fresh 
lessou  to  us,  that  the  prinqp  aud  the 
peasant  fall  alike  under  itai  cold  and 
withering  touch.  It  is  as  oflbparing  of 
"tinsel  and  fine  purple  #3  oT  rage  and 
wretcheduess.  It  nips  the  fairert  flow- 
er of  the  garden,  as  doth  it  the  most 
worthless  weed  of  the  common.  It  walks 
sword  iu  hand,  through  the  slorui,  yet 
is  not  wafted  by  the  winds.  It  obeys  no 
laws  by  which  pestileuce  of  ether  times 
and  other  places  has  ever  been  recogni- 
zed; and  when  we  witness  its  pathway 
upon  the  ta lent  of  this  country  and  upon 
our  immediate  friends,  who  fall  one  by 
one  like  a “deer  stricken  from  the  herd,” 

“Ah!  then  and  there  is  hurrying  to  and  fro 
And  gathering  tears  and  tremblings  «*f  dis- 
tress. 

And  cheeks  all  pale  which  but  nn  hotirai;o 
Blushed  at  the  praise  of  their  own  loveli- 
ness." 

Like  the  Ca*sar  of  battles,  it  may 
weep  that  it  has  no  other  continent  to 
conquer.  Even  the  Red  Man,  the  prince 
of  health,  in  his  wild  forest,  with  no 
bed  but  the  humid  earth,  with  no  cov- 
ering but  the  “canopy  of  heaven,”  with 
no  product  but  the  luxuries  of  the  chase, 
is  withered  by  its  cold  and  icy  touch, as 
withers  the  strong  oak  in  the  tetlipest. — 
Truly  may  it  be  said  that 

“It  came  like  a despot  king. 

It  hath  swept  the  earth  with  a conqueror's1 
step 

And  the  air  with  a spirit’s  wing."

Another  If  ew  Hampshire  Speech. 

Senator  Norris  has  acquired  distinc- 
tion as  one  of  the  authors  of  a docu- 
ment certifying  that  General  Pierce  nev- 
er uttered  the  obnoxious  sen ti meats  that 
are  imputed  to  hitn.  The  value  of  the 
certificate  was  reduced  below  par  by  the 
discovery  that  two  of  those  who  signed 
it — Messrs.  Norris  and  Hibbard,  one 
representing  - *ew  Hampshire  in  the  Sen- 
ate, and  the  other  in  the  House — were 
themselves  identified  with  Freesoil  agi- 
tation,and  appear  in  tile  State  and  na- 
tional records  in  connection  with  the 
well-known  series  of  resolutions  in  sup- 
port of  the  Wilmot  proviso.  We  called 
for  an  explanation  upon  the  subject, but 
have  received  none.  The  organs  have 
not  a word  to  say  in  vindication  of  eith- 
er of  the  gentlemen,  who  are  still  cited, 
however,  as  General  Pierce’s  reliable 
sponsor*. 

We  now  have  another  fact  to  chroni- 
cle in  reference  to  Mr.  Norris.  It  is  no 
less  than  an  extract  from  a speech  de- 
livered by  this  firm  friend  of  General 
Pierce  on  the  occasion  of The  discussion 
of  the  AVilinot  proviso  resolutions  in  the 
New  Hampsl^re  Legislature.  Mr.  Nor- 
ris was  then  Speaker  of  oue  branch  of 
that  body,  and  he  left  the  chair  to  de- 
liver the  remarks  from  which  we  quote. 
The  passages  are  taken  from  the  report 
published  at  the  time  in  the  Concord 
(N.  II.)  Independent  Democrat,  and  we 
understand  their  accuracy  has  never 
been  impugned  by  Mr.  Norris: 

“I  should  be  willing  to  go  further  than 
the  resolutions  themselves.  I should  be 
willing  to  say  this,  and  have  said  it, and 
to  sputhern  men,  although  a doughface, 
that  no  more  territory  should  be  admit - 
ted  into  the  Union  where  slavery  exists, 
and  that  I would  vote  for  an  organic 
laic  prohibiting  it. 

“Sir,  I am  in  favor  of  these  resolu- 
tions. I think  they  speak  the  sentiments 
of  truth,  justice  and  freedom;  and  I 
should  like  to  know  if  there  is  a man  in 
this  House — I hope  the  yeas  and  nays 
will  be  called  — I should  like  to  see  the 
first  man  in  this  House  who  will  dare 
face  the  freemen  of  New  Hampshire  and 
vote  against  them.  1 should  like  to  see 
the  first  who  will  go  home  to  bis  con- 
stituents aud  say,  I voted  against  these 
resolutions  because  they  are  all  wrong. 
They  avow  the  principles  upon  which 
our  Government  must  rest.  They  avow 
principles  for  humanity  and  for  God 
himself  and  His  laws.  And  I hope  they 
will  be  adopted  as  they  are.” 

Mr.  Norris,  then,  was  in  no  respect 
behind  the  requirements  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Democracy,  and  is  well  en- 
titled to  the  honor  of  certifying  that 
Gen.  Pierce  is  sound  on  the  slavery 
question.

Sponge  the  body  every  20  minutes  with 
ice  water  or  cold  spring  water,  have  it 
fresh,  if  it  be  spting  water,  every  time 
it  is  used — and  every  40  minutes  rub  the 
body  well  with  rough  tow  linen  towels 
immediately  after  bathing,  give  an  in- 
fection every  half  hour  of  cold  water, 

1 add  one  table  spoonful  of  salt  to  the 
pint  of  water;  if  the  bowels  do  not  re- 
tain it,  do  not  repeat.  If  the  discharges 
from  the  bowels  are  checked,  commence 
j giving  cold  drink  freely — but  with  dis- 
cretion, use  it  so  as  not  to  oppress  the 
stomach.  I have  found  that  the  sto- ; 
mach  will  absorb  about  half  glass  of  wa- 1 
ter  every  10  minutes;  if  you  find  it  will: 
take  up  more,  altow  it.  Use  to  the; 
half  glass,  half  teaspoonful  of  table 
salt — say  nothing  to  the  patient  about 
it — often  the  refreshing  draught  of  cold  j 
water  will  be  so  eagerly  sought  for,  that 
that  they  will  nqt  discover  its  use  for 
some  time — when  .they  do  urge  u,piyn 
them  the  necessity  of  taking  it  unless,*; 
as  is  seldom  the  case,  nauseates;  if  so, 
give  the  cold  whter  alone.

Gen.  Scott’s  Benevolence.

in  two  hours  the  pulse  made  its  appear- 
ance at  the  wrist.  At  this  crisis  I was 
compelled  to  go  home  on  account  of 
sickness  in  my  otyn  family.  I called 
the  nurse  to  me  and  told  hitn  in  language 
which  he  did  not  understand,  that  the 
doctor’s  life  was  in  his  bauds — he  must 
stand  firm  at  his  post  all  night — con- 
tinue the  coltf  applications,  and  give 
his  drink  as  above  directed.  When  I 
visited  him  next  morning  1 found  him 
on  the  “sunny  side”  of  safety.  Re- 
action was  so^powerful  that  I bled  him 
freely;  but  in  spite  of  my  precaution  he 
suffered  from  a protracted  attack  of 
typhoid  fever,  from  which  he  finally  re- 
covered. 

I think  the  above  case  has  ‘points’ 
which  it  may  be  well  for  us  to  cultivate. 
Now,  whether  the  cold  water  in  the  ex- 
hausted state  of  the  system  had  the  effect 
to  arouse  thevtone  of  the  stomach  aud 
bowels  or  whether  both  played  their 
part,  remains  yet  to  be  determined,  it 
being  the  last  cure  case  of  collapse  I 
have  had.  It  may  be  observed  as  a gen- 
eral frule  that,  any  kind  is  injurious, 
w'here  you  wish  to  arrest  the  vomiting 
or  discharge  from  the  bowels;  when  li- 
quid is  thrown  into  the  stomach  or  bow- 
els it  produces  counteraction,  and  will 
be  forced  off  one  way  or  the  other. 

.1  prohibit  them  entirely  until  the 
stomach  and  bowels  are  quieted.  If  a- 
ny  thing  is  allowed,  let  it  be  small  pieces 
of  ice.  Opiates  I think  are  immoder- 
ately used  in  all  stages  of  the  disease. J— 
As  one  of  the  fixed  facts,  they  are  inju- 
rious in  the  Cholera  mixtures  of  the  day, 
where  you  have  to  repeat  “cholera  mix- 
tures” often,  which  is  sometimes  the 
case  in  the  best  of  them,  where  anything 
crude  remains  in  the  bowels,  as  for  in- 
stance where  there  are  Worms  in  the 
bowels  and  their  movement  keep  up  the 
operations,  too  much  is  apt  to  be  giv- 
en; where  more  is  given  than  is  ne- 
cessary to  assist  in  arresting  cramp 
and  irritation  in  the  bowels,  »t  prodiy 
ces  an  increased  torpor  of  the  secreUoOs 
and  capillary  vessels,  and  op  poses. qs  a 
barrier  to  the  chance  of  reactiomHCeave 
them  out  of  “cholera  prescriptions”  es- 
pecially when  you  are  present,  and  give 
only  as  circumstances  seem  to  require. 
The  accetate  of  morphine  J find  to  be 
the  best  of  all  the  preparations  of  opi- 
um. 

Calomel  is  lauded  by  many  as  a lead- 
ing remedy  for  all  stages,  but  I seldom 
use  it  except  in  reaction.  When  the 
discharge  is  threa tiling,  perfect  quietude 
in  bed  should  ba  assiduously  observed. 

I have  often  seen  an  effort  to  rise  up,  or 
turn  over  in  bed  excite  the  bowels  to 
action.  If  congestion  determines  to  the 
brain  or  other  parts  apply  ice.  But  I 
must  close  for  the  present,  having  said 
much  more  than  I intended  in  this  place 
yet  much  more  I would  like  to  say  upon 
this  interesting  subject.  If  I have  had 
any  success  in  the  disease,  1 bilieve  it 
is  more  owing  to  the  system.  I have 
reduced  the  treatment  to,  aud  its  prose- 
cution with  uuflinching  energy,  than  to 
newness  of  remedies.  Allow  me  to  urge

How  lojprcsei'vc  Viucsfrom  Bugs 

Mh.  Editor: — At  the  season  lias  ar- 
rived when  bugs  commence  tlieir  depre- 
dations upon  sqash,  pumpkin,  cucum- 
ber, and  sometimes  other  viims,  perhaps 
some  of  your  numerous  readers  would 
like  to  hear  of  a simple  way  to  prevent 
this  evil.  Two  year9  ago,  I planted  a 
piece  of  ground  with  vines,  of  the  kind 
above  mentioned;  they  came  up  and  be- 
gan to  look  quite  flourishing;  but  sud- 
denly the  bugs  commenced  operations 
upon  them  in  good  earnest.  I lie  bugs 
were  of  two  kinds;  mostly  very  small, 
stripped  with  black  and  yellow,  and  n 
tew  largO'black  ones,  commonly  culled 
“pumpkin  bugs.7’ 

1 showered  the  vines  several  times 
with  soup  suds,  but  it  seemed  to  do  vc- 
ryjlittle  good.  1 then  tried  tile  effect  of 
common  woods  ashes.  After  wetting 
the  vines,  (if  they  acre  dry.)  the  ashes 
were  sprinkled  upon  them  until  ti  e 
leaves  were  covered. 

Unless  there  was  considerable  rain,or 
very  high  winds,  the  ashes  would  ad- 
here several  duy6,  and  when  it  bad  fal- 
len off,  if  the  bugs  had  returned,  the 
vines  were  sprinkled  again  in  the  some 
i manner  as  before.  This  was  repeated 
as  occasion  required,  until  the  vines 
were  too  large  to  be  seriously  injured  by 
: their  enemies.  The  bugs  were  complete- 
ly frustrated  in  their  designs,  and  the 
ashes  did  not  injure  the  vines  in  the

FEW  HOKE  LEFT 


Coffee,  Tea  and  Indigo. 

A writer  in  the  National  Intelligencer 
estimates  the  value  of  Coffee  consumed 
in  the  United  States,  Englaud  and 
France,  at  6511,000,000;  Tea  in  Europe 
and  America  at  635,000,000,  aud  lntli 
go  621,000,000.  He  states  that  the 
genuine  Tea  tree  in  its  perfection,  grows 
to  a height  of  forty  to  fifty  feet,  and  is 
cultivated  from  lat.  270  deg.  32  deg. 
north  latitude,  under  frosts  and  snows, 
and  many  of  the  mountains,  high  upon 
whose  sides  the  plant  grows,  are  capped 
with  perpetual  snow.  The  idea  that 
Tea  will  only  flourish  in  a hot  climate 
appears  to  be  erroneous.  He  recom- 
mends the  cultivation  of  both  Tea  and 
Indigo,  for  which  the  climate  and  soil 
of  different  sections  of  this  country  are 
well  adapted.  He  says; 

“Tea  cau  be  procured  in  this  country 
under  seven  cents  a pound,  calculating 
labor  at  fifty  cents  per  diem.  A tea 
plantation  requires  care  the  first  and  se- 
cond years,  after  which  it  is  a most  hardy 
plant,  and  will  yield  tea  for  twenty-five 
to  thirty  years.  So  the  only  trouble 
is  plucking  the  leaves  and  drying  them, 
which  is  labor  for  women  and  children. 
A man  actively  engaged  ten  hours  in  the 
day  may  collect  50  to  BO  lbs.  of  green 
leaf,  and  another  would  manufacture 
them,  and  the  quantity  of  dried  tea 
would  bel2J  to  15  lbs.  A fair  planta- 
tion would  produce  300  lbs.  per  acre. 

' I have  made  as  much  as  460  lbs.  per  a- 
cre  in  the  year -on  some  land  1 held  on 
(he  west  of  China.” 

Of  Indigo  he  is  equally  sanguine,  and 
[denies  that  its  cultivation  is  unhealthy; 

1 nor  is  that  its  character  where  it  is 
known  and  cultivated.  He  is  of  opin- 
ion that  it  can  be  produced  here  under 
30  cents  per  lb.  Prices  of  Indigo  for 
; the  last  forty  years  vary  from  %1  to  62 
per  lb. — Baltimore  American.

“Animals  know  their  own  wants 
much  better  than  we  do,  and  all  they 
require  of  us  is,  to  place  a lump  of  rock 
salt  in  a position  where  they  can  regale 
themselves  at  their  leisure,  and  they 
will  take  what  they  need;  seldom,  if 
ever,  taking  too  much.” 

This  is  confirmatory  of  several  facts, 
the  statement  of  which  has  a widely  dif- 
ferent origin.  U is  known  that  salt  has 
been  used  to  some  extent  of  late  in  med- 
ical practice,  in  the  cure  of  diseases  or- 
iginating in  or  attended  with,  a diseased 
action  of  the  liver— such  as  diarrhoea, 
dysenterr,  fever  and  ague,  and  typhoid 
fevers;  an  executive  or  diseased  secretion 
of  the  liver  is  a common  attendant  of 
these  diseases.  That  our  farm  stock 
suffered  from  the  same  causes  is  now 
well  understood  by  those  who  have  giv- 
en the  subject  attention;  and  we  have  no 
doubt  that  more  disease  might  be  pre- 
vented among  our  farm  animals  by  a 
proper  use  of  salt  than  by  any  other  one 
thing  Thatevils  of  the  kind  mention- 
ed may  be  expected  in  a climate  like  that 
of  Old  cr  New  England,  by  a too  free 
use  of  the  article,  is  very  likely.  But  in 
our  malarious  region,  we  have  little  to 
fear  on  that  side.  Our  difficulties  lie  on 
the  other.  The  remark  of  the  editor  ol 
the  Veterinarian  that  animals  know 

their  own  wants  best  and  will  not  in- 
jure themselves  with  salt  constantly  be 
fore  them,  is  entirely  true  and  of  safe 
application.

Effect  of  the  Late  Seveke  Winter 
Vegetation 


Upon  Vegetation. — The  following  is 
extracted  "from  an  article  in  the  last 
number  of  the  New  England  Farmer: 

Reports  from  various  parts  of  the 
country  establish  the  fact  that  the  se- 
vere cold  of  the  late  winter  has  proved 
destructive  to  many  fruit  trees  and 
plant*.  When  we  say  the  severe  cold, 
we  do  not  mean  to  declare  that  it  was  the 
j intensity  of  the  cold  itself  that  has  pro- 
ved so  fatal,  for  that  we  do  not  pretend 
to  know.  The  question  still  remains  an 
open  one,  and  demands  the  careful  inves- 
tigation of  those  best  able  to  settle,  it. 

Is  it  the  intensity  of  cold  that  has 
killed  the  trees  and  plants? 

It  is  said  that  the  sap  vessels  are 
burst,  and  that  causes  its  death.  There 
are  not  many  winters  in  New  England 
but  that  the  trees  are  all  frozen  so  solid 
that  logs  from  them  may  be  spilt  almost 
by  a single  blow  of  an  axe  from  an  ath- 
letic arm.  But  this  does  not  seem  to 
have  been  a sufficient  condensation  of 
cold  to  injure  trees,  or  we  should  have 
lost  them  all.  If  they  could  not  with- 
stand this  degree  of  freezing,  they  would 
soon  become  extinct.  They  not  only 
withstand  the  lowest  temperature  that 
occurs  in  this  latitude,  say  from  sixteen 
to  twenty  degrees  below  zero,  as  the  low- 
est point,  but  in  the.  neighborhood  ol 
the  arctic  regions  they  live  and  grow  to 
an  enormous  size. 

Sir  John  Franklin  (whose  sad  fate  is 
universally  lamented)  ill  his  overland 
expedition  to  those  regions,  between  the 
yeares  1823  and  1827,  wintered  where 
the  strongest  brandy  froze  solid  in  a few 
minutes  upon  exposure,  and  the  ink  with 
which  he  was  writing  frequently  froze 
upon  his  pen,  although  using  it  imme- 
diately before  a huge  fire  of  logs;  und 
yet  in  a climate  giving  this  intense, 
long  protracted,  and  appalling  cold,  he 
gives  an  account  of  trees  growing  there 
whose  circumference  is  larger  than  any 
we  have  ever  heard  of  elsewhere.  The 
trees,  according  to  has  statement,  attain 
a bight  of  from  150  to  upwards  of  250 
feet,  varying  from  twenty  to  nearly  six- 
ty in  circumference. 

Profits  of  Stock  Raising  in  Texas. 
— In  1842,  a gentleman  in  Brazeria  coun- 
ty, gave  half  a league  of  land,  xvorth 
not  less  than  84,000,  for  one  thousand 
head  of  cattle.  Since  that  time  be  has 
supported  his  family  and  improved  a 
farm  worth  four  or  five  thousand  dollars, 
from  the  sole  of  tbe  produce  of  the  herd; 
which  has  now — besides  the  number 
sold — increased  to  seven  thousand  head. 
Of  this  number  be  has  just  sold  4,000, 
at  84  each,  or  816,000  in  all.  He  est>* 
mates  that  the  number  previously  sold 
brought  810,000.  Reader^  abroad  must 
understand  that  cattle  have  no  food  in 
this  country,  save  what  is  furnished  by 
jjMjjrnl  pastures. — Galveston  Civilian.
